N New-Year’s-Day, laft, the Czar 
caus'd a Fire Work which he had 
orderd to be made in the great 
Square of this City, to be fird, 

by Way of Rejoycing for the taking of Nerva 
and other Advantages obtain’d laft Campaign 
over the Swedes in Livonia and Ingermerland. 
The Czar faw this Fire Work play’d off from 
a Stage which he had caus to be built near 
it, being accompanied by the principal Bo- 
jars of his Court, and the forreign Minifters, 
among which was an Ambaffador from the 
Ottoman Porte, who lately arriv’d here, be- 
ing fent to treat of a Prolongation of the 
Truce. 146 Colours and Standards, and 84 
Cannon, that were taken from the Swedes, 
were exposd on this Occafion ; and have 
fince been put into the Arfenal. Major Ge- 
neral Horn, who commanded in Nerva, and 
46 other Swedifh Officers that were made 
Prifoners with him, among whom are 4 Col- 
lonels, are treated very handfomely here, 
and have the Liberty of walking whither 
‘they pleafe with 2 Soldiers each to guard 
them. The Czar has nominated the Bojar 
Alexander Daniel Menskoff, to treat with 
the Commiffioners the King of Sweden fhall 
appoint for the Exchange of Prifoners on each 
Side ; and to fettle a Cartel. The naval Pre- 
parations are carried on with Vigour, as are 
alfo thofe for the Service by Land, and the 
new Levies are fent towards the Frontier, the 
Czar intending to begin the Operations of 
the Campaign early, and to put himfelf at 
the Head of the Army that is to ac& in Livo- 
nia. Mr. Whitworth, the Envoy of Eng- 
land, who very lately arriv’d here, propofes 
to attend the Czar into the Field. 

From Carelfcroon in the Province of Scho- 
nen, March 26. We have receiv'd Letters 
from General Meydel touching the Advan- 
‘tage he lately obtain’d over the Enemy, in 
which he writes, that after having burnt fe- 
veral Mufcovite Veffels laden with Forrage, 
and put to the Sword 200 Men that were on 
the Ifland of Rattezaki or Petersbourg, he 
detach'd a famous Party Leader nam’d Seewi- 
kas, with a ttrong Detachment, to dettroy 
the Ships that were laid up for the Winter at 
Notebourg ; who burnt 11 of them, among 
-hich were fome Frigates of from 20 to 30 
Guns, without the Lofs of 1 Man; and after 


that Exploit rejoyn’d the faid General, who 
gratified him, and the Officers and Soldiers 
that were with him, wich a certain Sum of 
Money. The Squadron of Ships of War and 
Frigates that are fitting out in this Port, is 
ready to put to Sea, and under their Convoy 
the Tranfport Veffels on board which are to 
be embark’d the Troops appointed to ferve 
in Poland and Livonia, which arrive one Re- 
giment after another daily in our Neighbour- 
hood, and are to be embark’d by the laft of 
this Month ; to the Number of 14000 Men.

Vienna, April 11. The gth Inttant being 
Maundy Thurfday, their [mperial and Ro-
